here for publiſhing and printing Lyes,he that will not lye toad- 
vantage the great Cauſe in hand, is not amonglt us thought fit to 
have acce&ſe either to the Pulpit or thePreſſe.

verto indure truth again, fince they havethriven ſo well by Lies, 
moved at the Cloſe Committeeto have-mefilenced: yet to blind 
the world, as if their ayme were not at me alone, they involve o- 
thers in the ſame doome,and for Intelligencers,by an Order they 
bung up all our mouths at once:yet knowing how muck it cocer- 
ned them that the old trade went on, though ſincethey have per- 
mitted another to make uſe of my name, yet at firſt they gave au-

Since therefore weare here inſlaved either to Lies or Silence, 
that the werld may not for ever be kept hood winkt, gee on (1 
pray) as you have begun to let her ſee the Miſeries under which 
the dayly ſuffers. But me thinks it would be a work well worthy 
your endeavour, to let the Country ſee not only their miſeries,but 
to point them entthe fountain & ſource from whence they flow: 
This diſcovery hath beene within me as wine that hath no went, 
ready to burſt like new boxtles,yet as ful as I am,I dare net vent my

It is toe too manitelt,nor can) it be denied,but that all your Suf- 
ferings have beenderived fromus : when Common-Prayer was 
in uſe amongſt us, I remember ſuch a Query in one of the Pro- 
phets, 1s there any evill in the City and the Lord hath not done it ? 
But you may aske,lIs there any evill in the Comntrey, and the City 
hath not done 1t?

Well might the Incendiaries of this preſent Rebellion ( ſol

The thing that I ſhall obſerve unto you is, the great care and 
art uſcd in fitting men for their ſervice, and then diſpoſing and 
ſecuring them in their Imployment,from any Moleftation of Ec- 
cleſiaſticall Cenſures.To this end, Firf,they account it neceſſary 
to plant two Seminarics, the firſt an [nitiary Seminary , to this 
purpoſe they projet the buying ef.a Headſhip in one of the Yui- 
ver ſities for ome eminent man of their own party,under whoſe: 
Influence their Novices might be trained up 1n their 1yſteries : 
though ſome houſes in both Vniverſities were notorious enough 
intt.is kind before, and might have ſaved them this Labour, as 
Magdaline Hall and New-Inne in Oxford,and Emanuel Colledge 
and Katherine Hall in Cambridge. ; 

The ſecond was a Prattique Seminary, and that was.at St. An 
tholines herein Lendon,and did in Spiritualibus anſwer to the Ar- 
 tilery Garden, being a place totraine up their young Emiſſaries, 
where they mighttake an Eflay of their affections and abilities, 
and by the bewitchments of. gaine and popalar applauſe deeply 
ingage them in their FaQtion: and frem this Seminary weremol 
of their new beught Impropriatiens fill*d. And as they had their 
Salary from,ſo they were ſubordinate.to a C/aſſis or Clers-laicall 

Conſiſtory,who had power totranſplant their moſt hopeful Imps 
either into their purchaſed Impropriations, or elſe into « Le&ure 
inſome of the moſt populous places of the Kingdom, maintained 
by a borrowed portion frem an Impropriation elſwhere:yet this 
Confiſtory, did not in their choice, ſtriftly tye themſclves to the 
plants of their own Nurceries,but if any man had been a P/e«do- 
warty? for their cauſe, or had been ſentenced by the high Come 
-miſſion for Non-Conformity,or by ſomeNetorious undertaking 
had evidenced and declared himlſelfe, and irrevocably without 
apparant nete of Infamy andLevity (if he retra&ed)ingaged him- 
ſelfe to their party : or had Letters Teſtimonaall from Patriarch 
White of Dorchefter,Mr.Cotton of Boſton,or the like, (or Calawmy 
and Marſhall were not, as it is ſaid of Dathaw and Adiram,as yet 
famous in the Congregation.) This man was a choice plant and fit 
for their Soyle. | 1 aa 
Secondly, 
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' Serondly, being planted abroad, their ſecond carewas, that 


whatſoever they Preached, though never ſo derogatory to the 
Government cither E A tearts Crill,yetthey whghs be free 
from molcftarion,and Preacton, without danger of looſing their 
maintenance by Ecclefiaſticall cenſure. To this purpoſe they at- 
temptthe buying a Commiſſaries place there, where they inten- 
dedtomakeany ſpeciall plantation : who being after theiv own 
hearts, might winke at their irregularities, and though the 
Clurch-wardens ſhould by chanee be fo honeſt toregard: their 
oathes, and preſent them, yet by the parchaſed or bribed Com- 
miflary they may ſecure them from the danger of the Court. 

* Laftly, for feare leaſt any of their Creatures ſhauld fall from 
them, and deſert the Cauſe as ſome had done, when they had 


got what they looked for ; wifely they provide, that their main-- 


tenance ſhall be dependent, onthe pleature of their good Matters

ſheered if they Preach not tothe advancement of their holy 
cauſe, and according ro the direftions ſent unto themfrom the

When all things were now ready, their Emiſſaries having 
prepared the hearts of the peepleto Rebellion, firſt abenating 
them, by frequent ſlandering the footſteps of Gods annoynted, 

mgthe Government both of Church and State,fomenting 
the caufeleffe diſcontents,arid aggravating the neceflities of State, 
with the odtous names of Tyrammy, Arbitrary power, Violation 
of the Subjes Liberry, and Property, and likewiſe poſſeſſed the 
credulous multitude, that the conformeable Clergy had madea 
Revolt from the Proteſtant Religion, and had an earnaſt intenti- 
on to intrgduee Popery : at laſt was fulfilled that Prophecy of Iu- 
dicious M. Hooker, toward the end of the Preface to that incom- 
parable work of Ecclefiafticall Policy, that after the Puritans 
have firſt reſolved that attempts for Diſtipline are lawful, it will 
follow in the next place tobe diffured, what may be attempted a- 
gainft- Superiors whe will not have the- Sceyter of vhat diſcipline to 


rule 
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rule over thew ? Which Prophecy we ſee exattly fulfilled in our 
dayes, for the Puritans having firlt rebelled by a Proxey, they then. 
thought it ſeaſonableto take an eſſay what an entertainment the 
dodrine for taking up Armes againſt the K ing would find a- 
moneſt their Diſciples. £ 

To this purpoſe Door Downing, n man fitted for any bafe im- 
ployment, and one that ( what ever he counterfeited ) ever 
looked awry on the Church,in which (being ſetled and in peace) 
he could never hope to advance farther then YViear of Hackeney, 
wasto fecle the Pulſe of the Citty :. while therefore diſcontents 


runnehigh in the North, the Scors having in a hoſtile manner en- 


tered the Kingdome, the People every where, eſpecially in Lox- 
don, (tirr'd up by ſome agents to Petition the King for this Parlia- 
ment, D. Downing Preaching to the Brotherhood of the Artile- 
77 Garden poſitively atfirmed,that for defence of Religion and Re- 
formation of the Church, it was lawfull to take up armes againſt 
the King. 

He having thus Kindled che fire in the City, for feare of being. 
queſtioned (for as yet it was not lawfall to Preach Treaſon) re- 
tired privately to the Earle of /arwicks houſe in Efſex, the com- 
mon Randeyouz ofall Schyſmaticall Preachers, this Sermon ine- 
very place adminiſtring matter of diſcourſe, People cenſured it, 
aS they ſtood affected, which gave occaſion to the Ringleaders of. 
this faQion to enter upon a ſerious examination, aud ſtudy of this. 


' caſe-of Conſcience :.and-it ſeems, conſulting the Ieſuitcs onthe. 


one fide, and the Rigid Puritans on the other, or indeed, becayſe 
without admitting this doQrine, all their former endeavours 
would vaniſh into ſmoak, they ſtood. doubtfull no longer, but 
cloſed with. theſe two contrary Fations,yet ſhaking Ru yi this.

and Ordinances. | 

After it was once ewned as a Truth, and a Truth, firitſcann'd, 
and then avowed by AAurſbat, Calamy, Downing, and Colonell 
Corwelins Burger, and the reſt of their Elders, That for the cauſe 

of Religion it was lawfull for the Subjett to take up Armes againſt 
bi Lawfull Severasgne, good God | how violently did the Peo- 
pleof Lexdox ruſh into Rebellion ? how plyabledid the Faction 
in Parliament find them,to raiſe Tumults? make outcrics for ju- 
ſtice? call for innocent blood ? ſabſcribe and preferre Petitions a- 
gainſt the holy Lyturgy ? and the Hierarcby, Root and branch, if 
DoQor Bwrges did but held up his finger to his Adermidens 2 or 
Captain Yer ſend his ſummons by his Wife, to afſemble the Ze- 
lots of the City 2 | 

But becauſe all other attempts had been to little purpoſe, 

while the power of the ſword remained in His hands, into which 
God had put it, the Heads of this Rebellion conſider, that it was 
more ſeazable by ſecret praQiſes, te render the King unableto 
withſtand them,then for them openly to oppoſe the King ; there- 
fore their main indeavour isto wreſt the power of the 45/1tia 
out of the Kings hands by degrees, andto put it there, where they 
might place thegreateſt confidence. 

But this was a work nt eaſily effeted, great Changes could 
not be uſhered in but by great preparations to make way for 
them;hereupontheFaQion inParliament make it their firſt work 
to make this City wholly cheirs, that one ſoule as it were might 
animate beth repreſentive bodies, That of the Kixgdome, and this 
ofthe Ciry;knowing that it was in vaine for the FationinParlia- 
ment to contrive unlefſe the Faction in the Common-Councellin 

London would execute : for though there were ſome flouriſhes 
made from Bucki»gham-ſyire in the behalfe of M. Hampaen, and 
from Leicefter-ſrire in the behalfe of Sir Arther Haſlerigge and

Liberty. and Pro- 
perty- of the :Subjet - (Theames- that did icontinually poſieſſe 
beth the Pups and the Prefſe, which how truc, though maſt 1im- 
pudently affirmed,the World now ſees: ) each day dig produce a 
diſcovery of ſome new Treaſan, and to indeare the City the more 
it muſt beſo contrived, That intheſe monſtrous tictions you ſhall 
centinually find the Parijament and City fained tobe involved in 
the ſame danger. 

To pollcflc the Kingdom how mortally the Parliament and 
City (the two vitall parts of the Kingdome as Pym calls them) 
werethreatned; in the time of the Rerefſe they take opportunity

thought that the world ſtood prepared ro receive any thingfor 
truth which came fromthem, *rwasa wonder how they durit 
own it. Andnow1l have named a Taylor it pats me-in mindof 
Perkins my Lord Say's Taylor, who at a Common-Councellpre- 
duced a copy of a Letter from an Iknow not whatIrih Lord in 
Parts, touch an other Iriſh Lord in Loxden, intimating ſome 
fkrange deſigne againſt the City,which took as paſſionately with 
the People, as if it had been certified from M. Strickel/and his 
worthip himſeife, Embaſſader for-the two Houſes 'ui.co the 
States-Generali of ch- united Provinces: Butithe moſt moriſtreas 
of allche reft, aud that which if the people had not been accutſed 
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tobelieve Lies, was the inviſible Army quartered under ground 
_at-Raglavd Caſtle, dicovered by Joby Davy, ſervant to Miſtris 
4 mags Inne-keeper at Roſe, to Alderman Afoxs Coxchman: 
exceptthc blowing upthe Thames with Gnnpowder to drowne 
the City, one of the moſt dangerous plots that ever affrighted of 
Lonays. 
Andas by their own fiftions they endeavoured to pofleſſe the 
Pcople with Icalouſies, ſo whatſoever the King did never wan- | | 
ted a ſiniſter interpretation, gloſſed to the multitude; to traduce 
His a&ions,as if in them there wereever ſome evill intended to 
the City and Parliament. When the King removed Belfore from 
the Licutenancy of the Tower, and placed Sir Thomas Lunsford 
in that charge, the Citizens and their Wives conld not ſleep 
gietly in-their bedds, for feare of having: their houſes beaten 
own aþout their cares.

Obſtacle lay intheir way to thefe ends, which was-not in their 
power toremove, preſently at a dead lift, Peringrox or Ven or 
Vafſels bring an order fromthe Houſe of Commens, which never 
failed to determine all things, for their own Creatures.

diltraftedtheCity,it was no difficult matter,for this aRive faRi- 
on, toinſtill into their fellew Citizens how much it Concerned 
them to make choyce of Godly wen' {ſathey miſcall themſelves) 
and ſuch as would oppole the Popi/e Parry, under whichnotion, 
they comprehend all as ſtand wellaffeRted tothe Govern- 
ment eltabliſhed, whether Eccleſiaſtical,or Civil. They accuſe 
the Old Common-Coeuncell-men,as men not Zeleus for Religi- 
on, Ready tocomply with the Court forleanes of Monies , and 
 whick was worle, many had not only ſet their bands ro, but were 
ative in promoting the intended Petition, for Epiſcopacy, and 
the Booke of Common Prayer. Theſe Objections ( which duly 
conſidered had been ſo many convincing arguments for them )fo 
prevailed, with theſe filly men,(who thought all to be in danger, 
valefſe the government were put into new hands) that in moſt 
Wards, the old Common-Councell men were turned out , and 
new choſen in, wholydevoted tothe Paritan fattion ; cſpecial- 
ly in thoſe Wards, where their A/dermwes inclined that way : a- 
| mongſt theſe, the moſt remarkable were Arkins , Wollaftone, 
George Garrat the Draper,YFardver,and Towſe. Now outgoe all 
the grave, diſcreet, well-affeted Citizens, as Sr George Benyon, 
M. Drake, M. Roger Clarke , M. Roger Gardner, Deputy Wi- 
thers, M4.Cartwright, and others, and intheir ſteadare choſen 
Fowke the Traytor , Ryley the (queeking Bodjes-maker, Perkins 
the T ajler, Normintoxn the Cutler, young beardleflſe Conl/ox the 
Dyer,Gs# the Wine-Cooper, and /wpe the Leten-man in Crook- 
ed-Lane, Beadle of the Ward , in the place of Deputy Withers. 
Sothat 3 man would ſwear, they meant tofulbll, what a wiſe

This very day, the two Honlſes (the leaders in both) thinking 
themſelves unſafe at Weſtminſter, affrighted with theirown guilt, 
reſolve to take Santuary in Lender, knowing,that what ever they 
had done, orever ſhould doe, thoughnever ſo deregatory tothe 
King, neverfo contrary to Law, yet the Puritan FaRtion inthe 
City would afford them not only proteRion, but power and a{- 
ſiltance..
